Mr. Fitzgerald contends the license requirement for s- 
an attorney, and presumably for all professional men, is 
unconstitutional and discriminatory. Mr. Eaton hasn’t 
commented on the situation, but judging by his philosophy 
as expressed at City Council meetings, his objections prob¬ 
ably are somewhat similar to Mr. Fitzgerald’s. ^ 

The City, of course, is suing to test the legality of the / 
ordinance, which was revised and broadened at the start I. 
of 1955 to cover professional men. The two lawyers have V 
for the same reason declined to pay the fee. U 

Personally, I doubt whether Mr. Eaton and Mr. Fitz- 
gerald will win their cases, but that, it seems to me, is 9' 
beside the point. 

It’s always delightful, both from a news and personal 
standpoint, to see somebody challenge the authority of 
government, particularly when that challenge involves 
personal freedom. 

Personal freedom, of course, cannot be absolute in a 
civilized nation. There are dozens of necessary curbs placed 
on our behavior so that we may all enjoy as much indi¬ 
vidual freedom as is possible in a highly complicated 
society. 

We should be ever alert, though, to the danger of big 
government becoming capricious on vindictive in its legis¬ 
lation. 

This does not imply that the city government here 
acts with anything but the best interests of Sierra Madre- 
ans in mind. It often seems, in fact, that the City Council 
sometimes delays unnecessarily in order to insure the 
individual freedom of every one of our citizens. 

There is ample evidence, though, that big government 
in the all too recent past has overstepped its bounds in 
denying, for example, freedom of expression to citizens of 
the United States. 

Another example is the widespread use of the “Top 
Secret” label on any government document which some 
bureaucrat desires to keep from the public eye, thus deny¬ 
ing us the right to know—through our newspapers—what 
our public servants are up to. 

The United States today could well use more hard- 
headed men' like Mr. Eaton and Mr. Fitzgerald. Even 
though we may not always agree with them, it’s hearten¬ 
ing to know that our rights will not be trampled underfoot 
so long as men of their caliber are around to raise their 
voices in protest.—H.W.E.

POLAND—The Polish Gov¬ 
ernment is building churches; 
it is not tearing them down. 
Well over 90 per cent of the 
Polish people are active, 
practicing Catholics. Very 
little evidence of a decline 
in religion exists. Sunday 
morning finds every church 
in Poland fully packed. 

In Stettin, Warsaw, Cra¬ 
cow and Poznan, churches 
are so overcrowded with peo¬ 
ple that parts of the congre¬ 
gations stand outside the 
doors facing inward. Poles 
take their religion seriously, 
and there appears to be no 
strong opposition on the part 
of the government. 

In proportion to the popu¬ 
lation, there are more crosses 
and religious statues placed 
in public places in Poland 
than in any other country in 
the world. Even Italy and 
Ireland, lands where reli¬ 
gious symbols are in re¬ 
markable abundance, do not 
surpass Poland in this re¬ 
spect. At thousands of cross¬ 
roads throughout the country 
one sees freshly-cut flowers 
placed at religious statues. 
Hundreds of these small 
monuments are obviously 
new.

The Communist govern¬ 
ment of Poland recognizes 
10 religious holidays per 
year. 

Religion is taught in the 
schools, although unless a 
parent requests such educa¬ 
tion, it will not be given to 
the student. 

This does not mean, how¬ 
ever, that the Polish Govern¬ 
ment actually encourages its 
citizens to accept religion. 
Counter-Catholic machinery 
exists, but it works at a very 
slow and quiet pace, so 
much so that very few Poles 
are aware that there is any 
movement against the 
church. 

ON SUNDAYS the state ra¬ 
dio does not broadcast reli¬ 
gious services. Anti-Catholic 
books get prominent public¬ 
ity in the stores, although 
the state publishing houses 
print Catholic books, too. 
These are typical examples 
of the quiet and mild man¬ 
ner in which the Polish Gov¬ 
ernment opposes the church. 

Officials take the attitude 
that there will be less trou¬ 
ble in the country, and more 
work will be done, if it looks 
like Catholicism and Com¬ 
munism are w o r k i mg to¬ 
gether.

Typhus Carrying Rodents 
Prevalent in Foothill Area

Los Angeles County Health Officer 

Over tie years, the sporadic occurrence of endemic 
typhus fever in Los Angeles County has been a matter of 
concern to public health officials. The endemic area is 
adjacent to the foothills but there is some evidence that 
infected wild-life may be finding the arroyos leading from 

the foothills to settled areas. 

Endemic typhus fever is 
spread by fleas that come 
from rats ill with the dis¬ 
ease, and may also be 
spread by fleas from certain 
other rodents such as go¬ 
phers and ground squirrels 
that are also typhus-infected. 

It is known that the fleas 
on these small animals 
sometimes transfer to do¬ 
mestic pets, especially to 
cats who hunt and kill ro¬ 
dents. When such pets enter 
the home the disease-carry¬ 
ing fleas may be left on the 
floor, furniture or even, in 
some instances, on an indi¬ 
vidual.
